More prisoners slash selves 
over lack of amnesty

RAMLE. — Some 23 inmates of 
Ramle Prison slashed thelr arms 
and legs on Monday night, it was 
learned yesterday, after hearing of 
similar actions by Shatta Prison in- 
mates protesting the government's 
decision not to declare an amnesty. 

The slashings took place between 
10 p.m. and midnight. Three of the 
prisoners were taken to hospital for 
stitehes while the rest were treated 
by the prison staff, aided by army 
medics. 

Sources in the prisons service said 
that it was impossible to prevent this 
Kind of action. Despite searches and 
discussions between the prison 
authorities and the inmates. the 
latter felt that this kind of action was 
the only way to draw attention to 
their disappointment at the Jack of a 
general amnesty to mark the 30th 
anniversary of the State. 

On Monday morning, more than 70 
Shatta Inmates slashed themselves 
over the lack of an amuesty. To pre- 
vent further incidents at the prison 
near Beit She'an, a group of nine 
suspected ringleaders at Shatta have 
been sent to another prison. 

The deputy commissioner of 
prisons, Zvi Givati, stressed yester- 
day that there was no tension 
between jailers and prisoners. He 
also denied suggestions that there 
had been cooperation between 
prisoners jailed for security offences 


and ordinary criminal offenders. 
Dr. Leslie Sebba, a 

at the Hebrew University and a 
specialist on-the subject of 
amnesties, sald last night that the 
Prisoners’ actions could not be con- 
doned. But, he added, “their frustra- 
tion is understandable, in the light of 
the appalling conditions in the 
prisons together with 4 certain feel- 
ing of favouritiam towards white- 
collar offenders." ὁ 


Shatta trial witnesses 
“reveal threat to lives 
HAIFA (Itim). — Two prisoners who

tion by testifying as state witnesses 
in the Shatte prison murder trial 
said in the Magistrates Court ‘here 
yesterday that the underworld had 
passed a “‘death sentence’ on them. 

Amos Salomon, 28, and Yitzhak 
Mishal, 22, both of whom have been 
sentenced to long prison terms, had 
teatified for the prosecution last year 
against 25 of their fellow inmates at 
the Shatta jail who were accused of 
murdering Yefet Nagar. 

Since testifying they have been 
kept in the Kishon police lock-up for 
their protection. They had been 
brought before the magistrates here 
on suspicion of committing an inde- 
cent act upon 8 boy who had been 
remanded in custody in the same 
lock-up. 


State revenue to be IL3b. 
more than budget expected

The State Revenue Administration 
expects to collect ILSb. more in 
fiscal 1978 than was originally 
forecast in the budget. 

Although a detailed revision of the 
revenue estimates has not yet been 
completed, it is already clear that 
wage increases and economic expan- 
sion will bring in more money. 


The new estimates are being made 
as part of the overall revision of the 
1978/78 budget estimates. 

The director-general of the 
Treasury, Amiram Sivan, has ap- 
pointed a special team in the budget 
division te suggest possible cuts in 
expenditure. But any budget cuts 
will be decided only after the new 


head ofthe budget division, Prof. 
Hitan Berglass of Tel Aviv Universi- 
ty, takes over from Sar-Shalo: 
Shiran on May 1. : 

Shiran said yesterday he thinks 
the budget deficit will be IL10b. in- 
stead of the IL6h. allowed for in the 
1978/79 budget approved by the 
Knesset last month. ‘In his view, 
printing an extra ILab. to cover the 
higher deficit will have no adverse 
effects on the economy. He added 
that the Bank of Israel also does not 
believe that injecting more money 
than originally planned into the 
economy would be harmful. 

Other Treasury officials, however, 
fear that it may be necessary to print 
more than IL1b, a month and some 
estimate the deficit at as high as 
Tht5b.

As evidence, he said the Saudis 
had already informed the U.S. that 
they had no intention of stationing 
the aircraft at their airbase at 
Tabuk, 200km. from Eilat. In addi- 
tion, the proposed bomb and missile 
configuration to be given the Saudi 
F-15s is designed ‘'‘largely'' for 
Gefensive, not offensive, purposes, 
he said.

TEL AVIV. — Israel's former top 
spy in Egypt, Ze'ev Gur-Aryeh 
(“Wolfgang Lotz") has returned 
home after three years abroad. 

Gur-Aryeh, known as the “Cham- 
pagne Spy'' or the ‘'Spy on 
Horseback" because of his life style 
in Egypt, was jailed in Cairo in 1965, 
after five years of activity. He is 
eredited with supplying Israe] with 
intelligence that proved extremely 
valuable during the Six Day War.

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Western ‘Katyusha’ to 
replace neutron bomb

WASHINGTON, — The U.S., Britain, 
France and West Germany are 
negotiating to build together a new 
rocket that could knock out concen- 
trations of tanks without need for the 
controversial neutron warhead. 

A modern version of the Russian 
Katyusha which was first used in 
World War II. the rockets are set up 
in batteries of 12 tubes each. They 
could be launched from the backs of 
trucks or armoured vehiclea against 
tanks some 22 km. away. Hach 
rocket would carry about 272 
kilograms of non-nuclear explosive. 

Pentagon officials confirmed on 
Monday that cooperative develop- 
ment and production of the rockets 
to combat the Soviet tank threat is 
under active discussion dy NATO 
defence leaders. 

After President Jimmy Carter 
postponed his decision on whether to 
produce the neutron warhead for 


U.S. forces stationed in West Ger- . 


many, U.S. Defence Secretary 
Harold Brown said there were alter- 
natives to the neutron weapon for 
offsetting the Soviet edge in tanks. 

The first generation of the rocket 
would fall free like an artillery shell. 
Later versions, as envisaged by 
weapons’ designers, would have 
guidance inside each warhead for 
Pinpoint accuracy. 

Specialists said the advantages of 
this rocket are that it hes more kill- 
ing power than an artillery shell, is 
easy to move around the battlefield 
and set up for accurate firing, and is 
easy to produce and maintain. 

The interest in rocket artillery 
symbolizes the heavy emphasis in 
Carter's defence budget on weapons 
designated for land warfare in 
Europe. The uncertainty over the 
neutron bomb, considered especially 
lethal against tanks, hes given such

ed impetus. : 
One of the Carter administration's 
reasons for decision on 


the neutron bomb was the delicate 
negotiations for a Strategic Arms 
Limitation Treaty with the Soviet 
Unioa, 

The Soviets reacted strongly to 
reports on the reutron bomb, and an 
indication of the importance they 
ascribe to the new nuclear weapon 
could be read in a statement by 
President Leonid Brezhnev yeater- 
day. Breshnev said that the Soviet 
Union would not develop a neutron 
warhead as long as the U.S. main- 
tained its moratorium on the bomb's 
development. 

Brezhnev elso sald there had been 
definite progress recently in the 
nuclear test-ban treaty talks 
between the USSR, the U.S. and Bri- 
tain. “We would like to hope that the 
matter will be brought to completion 
and that a treaty will be signed in the 
near future,"’ he said. 

He did not talk about the latest 
round of SALT negotiations he and 
other Soviet leaders recently con- 
eluded with U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance. “Some progress" was 
reported by both sides but both 
Americans and Soviets declined to 
‘reveal any details. 

After he left Moscow, Vance called 
for a return to traditional secret 
diplomatic negotiations — a state- 
ment which went against the grain of 
the Carter administration's 
declarations when the President 
came into office. 

The fiasco in Vance’s first SALT 
talks with the Soviets apparently 
contributed to his decision. 

“Obviously, last year was not 
successful. The mistake may have 
been made in talking too much with 
the press,’ one senior official said. 


Orlow wants charges dropped 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Jailed dissi- 
dent Yuri Orlov has been joined by 
his lawyer in an appeal to the Soviet 
authorities to dismiss criminal 
charges him, Nobel Peace 
Prize-winner Andrei Sakharov said 
yesterday. 

Sakharov said lawyer Y. Shalman 
had taken the unusual step of appeal- 
ing for the charges of anti-Soviet 
agitation to be dropped because he 
believed there was lack of evidence. 

Orlov, 52, leader of the “Helsinki" 
human rights group, has been -held 


incommunicado for 14 months at the 
Lefortovo KGB security police jail in 
Moscow. 

Meanwhile, in another Soviet 
human rights case, a University of 
Virginia profesaor said on Monday 
that he has received word that his 
Russian-born wife, whom authorities 
won't allow to leave the Soviet Union, 
claiming she knows state secrets, is 
safe in Moscow. Mrs. Irina 
McClellan was arrested last week 
after she chained herself to the fence 
at the U.S. Embassy in Moscow. 


Maidanek lawyer charges ‘witch hunt’ 


DUESSELDORF (Reuter). — The 
lawyer of a former Nazi concentra- 
tion camp guard accused in the 
Maidanek war crimes trial here said 
on Monday he was withdrawing from 
the case because of what he called a 
press witch-hunt. 

Ludwig Bock was representing 
Hildegard Laechert, 57, one of the 
main defendants in the two-year-old 
Maidanek war crimes trial. 
Laechert, nicknamed ‘Bloody 
Birgitta’’ by inmates at the 
Maidanek camp in Poland during 
World War Ii, is accused of more 
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than 1,000 murders. 

Bock, 36, said he had been the vic- 
tim of an unprecedented witch-hunt 
in the West German press. He also 
alleged that he had received death 
threats which he believed came from 
Israelis. Under such circumstances 
he could not continue as Laechert's 
lawyer, he said. 

He criticized Israe] and Poland for 
not allowing him to attend court in- 
terrogation of witnesses in those two 
countries. Bock was noted for his 
tough tactics during the Maidanek 
court case.

From the Paitamic (poets) period 
of the Middle Ages emerged the 
oldest ethical, messianic religious 
folksong. Among them are songs for 
the prophet Ejjeh, popular since the 
111} century, lyries for the Sabbath 
folksongs inserted into the home 
Pessah service, and the festive wed- 
ding songs. 

The school of Kabbalists under 
Yitzhak Luria produced a number of 
beautiful songs and hymns, further 
enriching devotional folk music.

Prayers 
and piyuttim (poems) were likewise 
composed by unknown authors. They 
were intoned to various chants. _ 
The most vigorous centres of 


folksong in the Diaspora: were the 
areas where Jews enjoyed the least 
personal freedom. Hazanui, the 
musical interpretation of prayers, 
and poetry, goes back to the ghettos 
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of the Middle Ages. Eliezer Hakalir, . 
+ who lived in the 10th century, enrich- 


ed the liturgy with a number of 
Pieces such as Yotzer, Kinah 
{Lamentations) S'licha 
(Forgiveness} Pizmon (Psalm). 
Later there was Meir ben Isaac, who 
died in the city of Worms in 1060, who 
was the author of Akdamot 
(Prelude) recited on Shavuot. Rashi 
called him “colleague and teacher." 

There was a rivalry between the 
styles of Spain and Germany, and if 
there was a shortage of music it was 
borrowed from non-Jewish sources. 
If this was not adequate the poets 
created improvisations. In the 16th 
century the Italian Jewish poet- 
composer Solomon de Rossi (known 
es Ebreo), who was poet and singer 
at the court of the Prince of Mantua 
from 1587 to 1628, began to compose 
songs and music for Jewish prayers. 


IN THE TIME of Moses 


.Mendelssohn, cantors began to 


recite their prayers with the accom- 
paniment of choirs, arousing 
protests from the pious. It was the 
‘Viennese cantor Salomon Sulzer who 
established hacanut on a solid base. 
His compositions circulated 
throughout the entire world of 
Jewry. He died at the age of 88 and is 
regarded as the founder of modern 
hazanut. 7 

it was in the 18th century that 
hazanut reached its heights, with 
Poland as its world centre. The level 
of the profession was raised by 
academically-trained cantors and by 
thoroughly schooled theoreticians. 
The Yiddish theatre had just begun, 
and Jews would fill the synagogues 
to enjoy the cantoria! art. 
CANTORIAL melodies with their 
professional subtleties however did 
not fit into the exuberant Hasidic 
way of things. The Hasidic rabbis 
therefore created their own musical 
measures. Every Hasidic dynasty 
had its own compositions and its own 
tunes — the .Lubavitcher, the 
Bobover, the Sadigerer, the 
Roptchizer — and though they may 
not have been in keeping with the 
musical code of rules and were 
without benefit of notes, they were 
infused with warmth and spirit. 

In fact, the well-known haluiz song 
Havah Nagilah is a Hasidic tune. Ac- 
cording to his hook The History of 
Hebrew Oriental Melodies. (Volume 
10, page 24 of the introduction), Prof. 
Zvi Ideisohn says that the Sadigerer 
Hasidim brought this tune to 
Palestine in 1915. Idelson transcrib- 
ed it to musical notes in 1918 when he 
wanted to use it for a popular con- 
cert. 

He immediately improvised words 
for the music and the song so seized 
the fancy of the audience that the 
next day all of Jerusalem was sing- 
ing it. It spread through the Holy 
Land like — well, like the Eurovision 
hit 4-Ba-Ni-Bi.

Solar power as a source is 
‘spreading across the world. It is be- 
ing used for heating, water desalina- 
tion and crop-irying. Jordan has set 
up a desalination plant producing 2,- 
200 litres a day. The Royal Scientific 
Society of Jordan is adapting this 
plant for use all over the Middle Kast 
and manufacturing it for domestic 
use and for export.

In China, hydro-power constitutes 

the third major energy source, after 
coal and oil. Some 60,000 mini-hydro- 
power .installations dot the . coun- 
tryside. China is setting up 
thousands of windmills made from 
bamboo for pumping water, and 
grinding rice and beans. Thousands 
of bio-gas plants are in use. 
The head of Nairobi's Energy Task 
Force, Essam el-Hinnawi, said: “We 
need not spend vast amounts of 
money on mammoth energy projects 
and sophisticated technologies. Here 
the philosophy of ‘small is beautiful" 
is quite applicable. 

. “Energy needs can be supplied by 
developing simple technologies to 
harness locally available sources of 
energy at reasonable cost and using 
local skills and resources," he said. 

Simple windmills can be ‘con- 
structed by local carpenters. ‘‘Have 
we forgotten the windmill?" he ask- 
ed. “‘Why do we use power generated 
from expensive oil when we can use 
windmills to pump irrigation water, 
supply power to small industries, 
grind beans and shell crops?" 

El-Hinnawi said it was possible for 
developing countries to turn their 
energy obstacles to opportunities. 
“Because of the uncomplicated life- 
style of villagers, small inputs of fuel 
and technology can lead to a sub- 
stantial improvement in living stan- 
dards," he said.

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FACING UP TO THE FAMILY 


I LOVE holidays — the work and 
noise and special togetherness of 
family dinners. I feel at home and 
comfortable in my own special 
group, secure in the knowledge that I 
am accepted as (or in spite of what) 
Iam and that I will be protected and 
supported by my group if and when 
the need arises. : 

But anyone who has ever worked 
with the emotionally disturbed 
knows that holidays — happy, 
family-togetherness times — are dis- 
turbing and even potentially 
dangerous for such persons. Those in 
the mental health field go to great 
pains te prepare patients for home 
leave. And they are not unduly sur- 
prised when they have to cope with 
regressive behaviour after such 
leave. In fact, one of the major in- 
dicators of improvement is the 
patient's ability to manage within 
the family, and this is more difficult 
on joyous occasions than sad ones. 

What does this have to do with nor- 
mal persons and ordinary family 
relationships? It means that the hap- 
piest occasion may be a rotten 
‘downer’? for someone going 
through a difficult period. Whether it 
is a young child who has not yet 
learned how to behave in ordinary 
circumstances, or the most senior 
family member who must learn new 
ways to behave in long familiar cir- 
cumstances, this person may find 
himself uncomfortable in the midst 
of the general well-being. . 

It may be a young child, who, be- 
ing over-stimulated, becomes loud, 


rambunctious and a general’ 


nuisance until forcibly restrained. 
Or the parents of such a child, who, 
during a good part of the festivities, 
are sitting on tenterhooks for fear 
that their child will embarrass them. 
(In large families young parents 
often fee) that they are 
according to their children’s perfor- 
‘mance vis-a-vis that of same-aged 
cousins.) : 

It may be a retiring, shy sixth- 
grader who finds it extremely dif- 
ficult to communicate with cousins 
she does not see very often and yet 
knows that this kind of social 
behaviour is expected of her. 

Or it may be something far more 
serious — someone who must adjust

to an entirely new life style, having 


been recently crippled or widowed. 
For such persons, the family party 
may well represent a first public 
appearance and may exacerbate the 
mourning from which he or she has 
just begun to recover. 


BUT none of this is an indictment of 
the traditiona] family celebration. 
Quite the opposite. Families, being 
at the same tlme more demanding 
and more protective, are an ideal 
proving ground for learning how to 
behave or cope — in spite of some un- 
ique or troubling condition. Each of 
us has to come to terms with his han- 
dicaps or his sorrows or (as in the 
case of children) with his lack of ex- 
perience, and the family gathering 
provides such opportunities. 

By way of illustration, I would like 
to share the experience of an adoles- 
cent I knew in a special education 
programme some years ago. Jackie 
suifered from educational dis- 
abilities (the kind that used to be 
called minimal brain injuries)from 
the beginning of his school years. As 
a result, he developed an emotional 
overlay with erratic and unpredic- 
table social behaviour. Consequent- 
ly, his peer activities were severely 
curtailed, and his contacts with 
adults other than parents, teachers 
and various therapists were almost 
non-existant. 

At family celebrations Jackie was 
bound to provide some unplanned ex- 
citement — fighting with the other 
children when he was little, or 
behaving inappropriately with 
adults as he grew older. At the time 
about which I write, he was 19, and 
although he was a year behind his 
classmates, he had made sufficient 
improvement so that graduation 
from high school was a certainty. 
After many years of educational and 
psychological therapy and support 
and forbearance from his immediate 
family, this young man wes making 
it. Socially, his behaviour was much 
improved, and his parents no longer 
approached every family function 
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With trepidation although I knew 
that such affairs were a trial for him. 
He sought any excuse to avoid them. 
And then came his sister's wed- 
ding. During the festive gathering, 
there were congratulations on his 
coming graduation, as well as com- 
ments (about him as well as to him) 
on how good he looked and how well 
he was doing. For this young man, 
whose self-image was hardly robust 
to begin with, it was difficult to 
accept the complimentary remarks 
about his current condition without 
being painfully reminded of his past τί 
behaviour in similar clreumstances. 
After a bit, the nice things people 
were saying about him didn't even 
register. The message, as he inter- "ἢ 
preted it, was that all the relatives 
remembered him as he used to be. 
‘When he came into my office the w 
next morning, he was utterly con- ¢ 
vinced that all his efforts had been in 1a 
vain, that he was a complete failure p) 
and that the family comments prov- ἢ 
ed it. As we began to talk about his 
“lousy" relatives and their penchant 5 
for “sticking their noses into my per- pm 
sonal life," he began to see the com- 
ments in another light. He didn’t en- 5 
joy that wedding. but for him ‘t had ἡ 
been a therapeutic milestone. The Is 
comments to which he was subjected we 
may have been less than tactful tt 
(from relatives we seldom get tact ᾿ς, 
or forbearance), but they were Pp 
pointedly accurate in illustrating 
that his past behaviour had been aw- 
ful. More importantly, his ποτ 
behaviour had been ποίεά and it oe 
mattered to the family members. 
Nosey, tactless relatives taking 
liberties that would be unthinkable 
from mere acquaintances, bore BE 
irrefutable evidence that Jackie was 
achieving long-sought standards of __ 
behaviour.

Tegal records come in two types. 
“Bootlegs"’ are made from un- 
authorized recordings made at rock 
concerts or from recordings made 
but never used by the record com- 
panies and which have been stolen 
from their offices. ‘Pirate al- 
bums are just copies of records 
already released by the companies. 

Previously the law allowed the 
record companies to seize the stocks 
of pirate records, but their remedies 
as far as bootlegs were concerned 
were more cumbersome. Now both 
can be seized with ease. 

The change in the law has produc- 
ed a feeling of outrage among a 
small hard core of bootleg buyers. "I 
don’t approve of pirate records, 
they're a straight rip-off,” said one 
store owner, ‘but bootlegs are 
something else. They're done by fans 
for fans. They are what rock and roll 
is all about. Some artists do have 
magic concerts and it's great to be 
able to have ἃ record of that." 

One of the most highly priced 
bootlegs among younger fans at the 
moment is one of the infamous punk 
rock groups, the Sex Pistols. It was 
taken from tapes made in the recor- 
ding studio when the band was first 
signed up, but which were never of- 
ficially released. '‘That was when 
they were really good,"’ said one fan 
proudly displeying his copy, ‘before 
they got“all cleaned up for mass 
marketing."

The BPI has investigatora who 
check mail order ads offering 
bootlegs and cheap records and 
follow up reports of them being 
available in certaln record shops. 
Once they bave evidence af illegal 
records the investigators go to court 
to obtain a seizure warrant. 

In the last couple of years over 200 
such warrants have been issued. The 
offenders have their stocks and 
equipment confiscated, and shops 
that sell the records can be forced to 
pay heavy fines. 

There have been an estimated 1.- 
000 bootleg titles in the past five 
years. A catalogue called Hot War, 
produced in the U.S., appears 
irregularly and contains details of 
the most recent American titles with 
a grading beside each one to indicate 
the quality of the recording. Some 
albums are seized by the customs 
but many get into Britain. 

The price of bootlegs can vary 
greatly. When they first appear the 
price is usually around £4, but once 
the initial run has sold out demand 
can force the price right up. Bootlegs 
of early Elvis tapes were changing 
hands at the time of his death for £20 
to £25 while a David Bowle bootleg, 
Thin White Duke, ls now worth £10.

The 
coat of producing a bootleg has been 
estimated at between 50 pence and 
£1. The difference is largely made 
up by varying estimations of the 
amount needed for bribery: 


The first thing that a bootlegger 
needs is a portable cassette 
recorder. Then he goes to record a 
group at a concert, which can be dif- 
ficult if not dangerous. Careful 
searches are often mounted to pre- 
vent just such recordings and stories 
are legion about rough and ready 
justice being handed out to unfor- 
tunate bootleggers caught red- 
handed by managers. 

Such hazards were avoided by one 
group in the U.S. whose trademark 
was a pig smoking a cigar. Their 
bootlegs were a byword for quality 
since they obtained the tapes from 
the sound engineers controlling the 
groups’ loudspeakers.

LOS ANGELES. — Babies who die 
suddenly in their cribs and 
overweight middle-aged men who 
have heart attacks in bed may share 
a common problem — sleep apnea, a 
prolonged cessation of breathing 
that occurs during sleep. 

A pioneer sleep researcher, Dr. 
William Dement of the Stanford 
Sleep Research Centre, explains that 
people with sleep apnea typically 
stop breathing for 30 to 50 seconds 
perhaps 100 or more times during the 


~~ night. 


Studies by Dement and other sleep 


-, researchers have revealed that per- 


sons with sleep apnea, mostly males, 
also have profoundly abnormal 
heart rhythms during the night, 
although their electrocardiograms 
may be normal during the day. 

Presumably the oxygen depriva- 
tion that results from the prolonged 
periods of nonbreathing is the root of 
the abnormal heartbeats, which 
perhaps trigger a heart attack in a 
susceptible individual. 

Dr. Elliot Weitzman of the sleep- 
wake disorders unit of New York's 
Montefiore Hospital has done exten- 
sive studies on sleep apnea. He and 
other researchers believe it may be 
possible to identify apnea patients by 
the way they snore. 

While normal persons snore with 


each breath, the apnea patient's- 


snore is. féllowed by silent periods 
during which he do¢ 
many seconds. re are, however, 
brief gasping sounds as he attempts 
to take in a breath. 

Most of these patients have some 
kind of an obstruction in their air- 
way. One type of obstruction 
appears to be due to an 
pharynx, which partially blocks the 
airway at the base of the tongue.

BEERSHEBA. — While most Negev 
kids spent their 10-day Pessah vacea- 
tion having fun, 100 were in 
Beersheba with their noses stuck in 
books. 

They were advantage of a 
Programme for high schoo) students 
who are concerned about failing the 
English and math sections of their 
upcoming matriculation ex- 
aminations. 

The programme, called Project 
Pessah, was organized and run by 
Oded, a self-help group which ad- 
Ministers various projects for 
students from disadvantaged 
backgrounds. Ben-Gurion Universi- 
ty donated class space, materials 
and accommodation while Tel Aviv 
philanthropist Yosef Buxenbaum 
and the municipality of Beersheba 
underwrote the costs of the intensive 
day-long seminars. 

The students, who came from 
Beersheba and the nearby develop- 
ment towns of Dimona and Ofakim, 
were mainly of North African and 
Asian descent. This parallels the 
population make-up of the Negev, 
which is 70 per cent Sephardic Jewa. 

Advisors ἘΠῚ Bar-Hen and Maurice 
Calfon emphasize that the project 
was entirely voluntary. Classes ran 
from 8 a.m. to 7 p-m., but the 
students decided what they wanted 
to atudy and for how long. 

“We didn't want to force the stu- 
dent to learn what he didn't want or 
need," says Bar-Hen, a former Ben- 
Gurion University lecturer in 
classical history. “‘A few chose to 
study math from morning to night: 
We thought it was impossible, but we 
found that they were glad for the op- 
portunity.”* 

In fact, all the students were glad 
for the opportunity. As one, Dalia 
Reuveni, 17, from Beersheba, 
pointed out, if this programme had 
not existed, many of the pupils would 
have had to study with private 
tutors, which most cannot really af- 
ford. She spent nearly 60 hours fn 
class, improving her mathematics.

ALL THE STUDENTS are eager to 
attend a univeraity efter completing 
the army, and most want to study at 
Ben-Gurion University. But one. Ora 
Davda, 17, from Dimona, wants to 
postpone her higher education for a 
while to give herself a chance to see 
the world, presumably to gain out- 
side inspiration for her chosen field, 
architecture. 

This year, finding teachers for the 
project was not nearly as easy as fin- 
ding pupils, a situation Bar-Hen and 
Calfon hope to rectify in the future 
with the University’s assistance. 
They managed to hire 12 instructors, 
seven in math and five in English. 
Some were teachers in the area; one 
was a retired professor; one or two 
were students at the Univeralty. Bar- 
Hen and Calfon even convinced a 
scientist from the nuclear research 
facility at Dimona to give some time 
to the effort. The teachers were paid 
a nominal amount, but the two direc- 
tors worked for nothing.

Long before the various reforms of 
the last few years, the cost of living 
allowance used to be exempt trom 
income tax. The system evolved 
through the realization that when 
wage earners demand compensation 
for rising lving costs, they are in- 
terested in their take-home pay, and 
not in gross earnings. 

Over the years, that system 
became cumbersome and no one 
would wish to see it restored. 
Nevertheless, the streamlining of 
the wage system introduced by the 
1975 income tax reform and the 
recommendations of the Sussmann 
Committee has created its own 
problems — mainly because the ex- 
isting system cannot cope with an in- 
flation rate of 30-40 per cent. 

One way of sharply reducing the 
inflationary pressures on the cost 
side that are bound to result from 
this year's stiff wage hikes, is to 
realize again that it is net wages that 
the workers are interested in. 
Therefore, instead of raising 
wages to compensate workers for 
the erosion of their real wages, ways 
should be sought to give them a 
higher take-home pay without 
tampering with the income tax 
reform. 

This could be achieved if the pre- 
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| aS |Non-inflationary way to raise wages 


Sent deductions from gross wages 
are eliminated and transferred to 
employers. Thus, a married man 
with a gross wage of IL4,000 a month 
had to pay, in October 1977, [L486 for 
National insurance premiums, for 
his pension fund. and for his 
Histadrut-Kupat Holim dues, in ad: 
dition to income tax. A wage earner 
with IL6,000 a month would have 
1.862 deducted from his gross 
salary. 

If these premiums and fees were to 
be paid by the employer, they would 
be equivalent to 2-10-12 per cent {n- 
crease in take-home pay and would 
cost the employer considerably less 
than the gross wage increase needed 
te yield an equivalent rise in the net 
wages. 

This is so not only because the 
progressive income tax system 
makes it necessary to raise the gross 
wage ever higher in order to achieve 
a given net increase, but because the 
employer also has to pay higher 
fringe benefits — which are always 
based on gross, not net salary.
